None symbolizes those traditions more 
than does Jim Connolly. More than that: 
he symbolizes likewise the interlinking of 
the American and Irish democratic struggles 
and the American and Irish labor move- 
ments. 

We read: “He gripped the sides of the 
chair to steady himself and held his head 

high, waiting for the volley.” 

That is the way in which Jim Connolly 
died, a true son of Ireland. He perished 
before the firing squad of the British sol- 
diery, a man who the doctors said was too 
ill to be moved. 

Connolly died for Irish freedom. He is 
outstanding among the martyrs of the East- 
er uprising. 

He was, too, a worker who fought the 
workers’ battles.

Connolly is one among the many who 
have given their lives for the battle for Irish 
freedom.

It was, rather, the 


This Brutality 
Must Be Stopped 


® The police of Brooklyn, New York, ran 
amuck yesterday in a brutal and wild attack 
against the sit-down strikers in the Jewish 
Hospital. 

It was a shocking exhibition. Brandish- 
ing revolvers, swinging clubs, hacking at 
doors with axes, and their fists tightly 
wrapped around blackjacks, the police roared 
through the usually quiet corridors of the 
hospital cursing and calling for blood. 

It is only by the sheerest accident that 
there was no bloodshed or loss of life. 

The crime of the sit-downers, who at all 
times were solicitous of the welfare of the 
patients, is that they want union recogni- 
tion and better conditions. 

The unleashing of savage police raids 
against peaceful strikers is the policy of the 
Liberty Leaguer, Governor Hoffman of 
New Jersey. The Borough President of 
Brooklyn, R. Ingersoll, was an avowed Lan- 
don man in the last elections. 

But the people of Brooklyn and New York 
spurned this gang that wants to use gang- 
ster violence against labor. The question 
that the brutal police raid at the hospital 
now raises is, Who is Mayor in this city? 

Are we living in a situation where the 
officials of an institution can order at will a 
little saturnalia of brutality against their 
employees? Is a sit-down strike for better 
conditions to be attacked with far more bru- 
tality than the police ever use in gambling 
raids? 

Is Governor Hoffman moving into New 
York City? 

The police of this city must get instruc- 
tions telling them in no uncertain terms that 
they cannot be permitted to use revolvers 
and blackjacks against peaceful citizens en- 
gaged in striking for better conditions! 

This brutality must be stopped! Labor 
and progressives demand it!

® The Soviet Union, Spain, democracy and 
peace — these are inextricably intertwined 
throughout the world today. 

On Friday night Mecca Temple will be 
the scene of an important mass meeting 
where these great issues will be discussed 
under the auspices of the magazine, Soviet 
Russia Today.

yet un mission. While on a secret errand, 
Borchgrave was shot and killed, having wandered too 
near the fighting lines. 

In the parliamentary discussion of the Borchgrave 


affair, Emil Vandervelde, Socialist Minister of Health 


resigned. However, the Socialist Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Spaak, who was so enthusiastically greeted by 
the Socialist Call not so very long ago as a revolution- 


but a short road to travel before he winds up in the 
camp of the Trotzkyist-admired Doriot of France. 

The paradoxical development in Belgium of the 
“left” Spaak moving to “National” Socialism while 
Vandervelde, de Brouckere, and Camille Huysmans 
show the greatest energy in their efforts to aid the 
fight for democracy in Spain, is interestingly told in 
a recent letter from Belgium to “L’Ere Nouvelle,” 
French Radical Socialist organ. We quote that letter 
below: 

“As paradoxical as that may seem, Spanish events 
at this moment determine in large degree the policy 
of Belgium. There are many facts to prove this. The 
resignation of Vandervelde, Minister of Health in the 
van Zeeland government, constitutes one of the prin- 
cipal episodes in this series. It was, cll in all, the 
logical result of the profound opposition which sep- 
arates the broad masses of the Belgian Labor Party 
from the comrade ministers. These ministers have 
not stopped in their declarations that it was absolutely 
impossible for them to defend the policy of non- 


Party and mass, noted Socialists should criticize vio- 
lently the policy of the Socialist Ministers.

“A curious phenomenon took place in the Labor 
Party in regard to the Spanish events: while the 
trade unions and the moderate elements of the Party 
(meaning, of course, the leaders and not the masses 


in the trade unions—H.G.] entirely approve the non- 


intervention policy of the government, the most prom- 
inent old chiefs of international socialism, Vander- 
velde, de Brouckere, Camille Huysmans, have rallied 
to the side of the young militant extremists, who are 
very close to Communism and are avowed partisans of 
the most complete and most effective aid to the Span- 
ish Republic. 

“In this regard the recent trip of Camille Huys- 
mans, deputy and mayor of Antwerp, president of the 
Belgian Chamber and former secretary of the Social- 
ist International, aroused very lively polemics. Once 
more the partisans of the government policy, and with 
them the political enemies of Huysmans, the Rexists 
and the Flemish nationalists, have declared that this 
trip to Spain, as well as his declarations in favor of 
the Valencia government, were incompatible with the 


role of President of the Chamber. 


“The rioting in the Chamber when Huysmans ex- 
plained his attitude was one of the most recent conse- 
quences of this conflict between the Belgian adversaries 
and partisans of the Spanish Republic, for this is 
essentially the content of the whole fist-fight which 
put Socialists and Communists on one side and Rexists 
and Flamands on the other side. 

“While the Socialist leaders are striving to reconcile 
the antagonisms which are becoming more and more 
apparent, Paul-Henri Spaak gave an interview to the 
government paper LIndependance Belge, which is con- 
sidered as the political program of the Socialist For- 
eign Affairs Minister and his friends. 

“Here are the essential passages: 


As for myself, I accept the title of national Soclal- 
ist.“ although it is open to polemics. One can be a 
‘national’ Socialist without going back on its fraternal 
and peaceful ideal. 


“Concerning Catholic collaboration in the govern- 
ment, Spaak remarked: 


1 hope to form with the Belgian bishops similar 
political formations to those existing in the Anglo- 
Saxon countries“ 


Spaak declares himself flatly against all collabora- 
tion with the Communists: 

“It is extraordinary to wish to call upon the Com- 
munists to aid in the defense of our liberties and our 
institutions. Too profound a doctrinal divergence sep- 
arates us from the Communists.” 

The “doctrinal divergence” that separates Spaak 
from unity with the Communists is his assistance to 
the Degrelle Fascists and his refusal to assist the 
People’s Front of Spain against Fascist intervention.

The Rising lasted from Easter 
Monday to the Saturday. For the 
first two days the insurgents were 
supreme, though their attenuated 
numbers restricted them to a ctrat- 
egy ot passte defense in their 
several fortresses. Then the British 
government poured troops into the 
country, until 20,000 fully equipped 
soldiers faced the 1,500 insurgents. 
Artillery laid waste the heart of the 
city and raged the Republican 
Headquarters in the General Post 
Office; and after hours of close 
fighting and incredible heroism, the 
Irish leaders were compelled to sur- 


render. 


British imperialism took savage 
vengeance. Connolly, Pearse, Clarke 
Thomas MacDonagh, Sean Mac- 
Dermott, Eamonn Ceannt, Joseph 
Plunkett—these were the seven sig- 
natories to the Republican Procla- 
mation—and eight others were tried 


by court-martial and shot; over 


2,000 more were tried and deported 
to England. 


Connolly was badly wounded; he 
had to be carried on a stretcher to 
the barrack square and lifted into 
a chair facing the firing party. “De- 
cent people no longer. kill the 
wounded, no longer shoot their 
prisoners,” wrote W. Nevinson.

A NEW PHASE OF STRUGGLE 


Defeated though it was, con- 


demned though it was by landlord 
and bourgeois Ireland, by reformist 
labor in Britain, even by some writ- 
ers of the Zimmerwald Conference, 
the Rising opened a new phase in 
Ireland's revolutionary struggles for 
freedom. On the international] plane 
it was the first breach in the im- 
perialist war front; it confirmed 
the theory of one man outside Ire- 
land who best understood its full 
significance, V. I. Lenin—that the 
national struggle of the oppressed 
nations would prove a powerful ally 
of the world proletarian revolution. 
In an article written specially to 
defend Easter Week against the 
charge that it was a mere conspira- 
torial “putsch,” Lenin declared: 
“The views of the opponents of 


that the various springs of rebellion 
can immediately merge into one, of 
their own accord, without reverses 
and defeats. On the contrary, the 
very fact that revolts break out at 
different times and in different 
places and are of different kinds, 
assures wide scope and depth to the 
movement.”

According to the 
United Press, Mike Jacobs has al- 
ready contracted Louis to a bout in 
White City Stadium against the 
strongest possible opponent a month 
or two after Louis fights Jim Brad- 
dock for the title.” | 


European tourist competition is 
finding its heaviest bidding on the 
boxing front. While Hitler would 
like to stage a bout between Jim) 
Braddock and Max Schmeling “on 
an Olympic scale in Berlin this 
summer” as a tourist and propa- 
ganda tid-bit to offset the London 
coronation ceremonies and the Paris 
exhibition, London has the edge on 
the promotional maneuverings. A 
heavyweight elimination tourna- 
ment is now being staged which 
English promoters hope will ulti- 
mately bring Joe Louis into the pic- 
ture while the furor eof the coro- 
nation hullabaloo is still in high 
fever.
